Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's reply does not overcome the rejection 
of claim 29 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph (see paragraph 5 of Office Action dated 7/17/08); and the obviousness- type double 
patenting rejection of claims 22, 23, 25-29, 31 , 33, 34, 36, 42, 43, 45-47, 50-59 and 68-73 (see paragraph 8 of Office Action dated 7/1 7/08). 

Regarding claim 29, Applicants indicate that the term "a tumor necrosis factor derivative", "a CD protein", "a portion of an antibody", "a 
fragment of gp120", "a fragment of gp1 60" or "a Fab fragment", are definite and would be readily understood by one skill in the art (page 10 
of the response). 

Applicants' response has been considered. Regarding the term "CD protein", the argument is persuasive, the rejection is withdrawn. 
However, regarding other terms, the arguments are not persuasive because these terms are related to fragments and variants of a protein 
or an antibody, and the specification does not define them, thus it is not clear what are the metes and bounds for the terms.
